While we are 
help every ene we,can hy | 
ing kind words to them, ’ 
their hand, pray for them, 
them a smile, wave your hand aj 
them, in fact show to them real 
kindness and help them to serve 
the Lord if they will let you, and 
if they will not, you may feel 
‘sorry for and pray for them. — 

But this is not the only way 

you can bless them. The text 
says that we should in anywise 
frebuke them. This may not 
seem pleasant, but I am sure it 
is good in the long run. 
_ Our little children often need 
a rebuke, sometimes a mild re- 
buke will do, then at other times 
they may need a severe flog- 
ging, they may think that it was 
not the best for them, but after 
they become men and women 
they acknowledge it was the ve- 
“ry thing they needed. If we as 
parents refuse to rebuke them 
just because of sympathy, we 
disobey the Word of God and 
ruin the child. 

This applies in Church affairs 
in the same way, we are as of- 
ficials to rebuke as well as to 
exhort and love. Some say, “you 
don’t manifest the love that you 
should, love, love will regulate 
or make everything right.” I say 
the same, but a smile, a tear or 
a hand shake is not the only 
sign of love. If I carress my lit- 
tle child and tell him that papa 
loves him to the extent that he 
cannot whip him, my love is not 
genuine, but if I look to the fu- 
ture welfare of the child and re- 
buke him and flog him quite of- 
ten when he needs it I am not 
doing it because I want revenge, 
but because I am looking to the 
best interest of the child, my 
love for him wants him to be o- 
‘-bedient and become the man 
that rea] fatherly love has de- 
signed that he should be. 

The statement is, “In anywise 
rebuke.” Of course the inference 
is, if they need to be rebuked. 
“Anywise” here carries the
